Among The Interested Spectators 
There has been more attention paid to selec­ 
tion of a new Republican national chairman than 
that routine process has drawn for years. 
The 
reason is obvious. 
Besides Republicans interested in the teor- 
ganization of party machinery after its fifth con­ 
secutive defeat by the Democratic coalition, many 
Democrats are watching closely. They know some­ 
thing that has been hard for Republicans to com­ 
prehend. 
The Republican party will become formidable 
in a presidential election when it asserts itself vig­ 
orously as a party of opposition. Voters want to 
make a choice at the polls. They become confused 
and despondent about political processes when 
asked to make a selection between tweedle-dum 
and tweedle-dee. 
That has been the Republican blunder in strat­ 
egy in the last three presidential elections. W heth­ 
er or not it was done deliberately, or whether it 
reflected the attituded of Wendell Willkie and 
Thomas E Dewey, the Republican line seemed 
to run parallel with the line of the Democratic 
coalition. It was a *‘me-too” argument, and it 
made no impression on voters. The Republican 
party might have lost the same presidential elec­ 
tions with a different argument, but if it had 
avoided “me-too” reasoning its position today 
would be sounder. 
Historically, the party would have escaped all 
blame for a momentous blunder in politics—the 
fact that the United States was pushed into state 
socialism by rivalry for votes. Every time Repub­ 
lican spokesmen tried to outdo the new dealers. 


There should be no mercy for any public 
official who accepts graft. But there should be 
none for the American citizens who pay graft 
either. If there1* going to be a revelation of 
dirty work in government circles—and apparently 
one is overdue—full attention should be given to 
patriots who tried to bribe their way into special 
favor.

Lesser Of Two Evils 
The official purpose of the State department’s 
“white paper” on Chinese policy is to let the 
people of the United States know why the Tru­ 
man administration is writing off Chinese Na­ 
tionalists as a bad investment. It has given them 
aid with a paper value of about three billion 
dollars since the war and has received nothing in 
return but a sour taste and domination of China 
by a Communist regime. 
Any government admitting that much money 
has been wasted on a mistake in official judge­ 
ment wants to be backed up with a lot of expla­ 
nations; hence the publication at this time of the 
official record on Chinese policy since 1884. 
It 
is. in substance, no more or less than the story 
of wishful thinking about a country which never 
was strong enough to be in control of its own 
affairs. Other governments, including the United 
States, held up China’s hands—without caring 
too much whose hands they happened to be at 
any given time. 
But recently it has been necessary to choose 
between evils—the weak and corrupt government 
of Chiang Kai-Shek and the dynamic but Red- 
ruled governme» t developed by the Chinese Com­ 
munists. The United States gambled on Chiang, 
the lesser of the evils. He lost. The United States 
lost. It is being urged to gamble on Chiang again. 
The Truman administration wants to show by the 
record that Chiang isn’t worth another gamble. 
If some other means of pestering Chinese Com­ 
munists presents itself, they can be appraised 
on their merit. But Chiang Kai-Shek is through. cras^ 
His Nationalist government is no longer entitled 
to the support of the United States—a conclusion 
which will be no surprise to Madame Chiang Kai- 
Shek, who rushed to Washington late last year 
to ask for help, was made to know' that no help 
was forthcoming and thereafter settled down for 
an indefinite sojourn in the United States, instead 
of Formosa, w'here her husband now' lives in self- 
imposed exile.

Guarding Your Health 


By DR. HERMAN BUXDESON 


THE pancreas is a gland locat­ 
ed in the abdomen, one of whose 
functions is the secretion of in­ 
sulin, a drug which enables the 
body to utilize sugar. Lack of in­ 
sulin results in the disease known 
as diabetes. 
It can be mild or 
severe, depending on whether the 
pancreas produces some, but not 
enough, insulin or none at all. 
Recently it has been found that 
people with mild diabetes are 
likely to suffer from indigestion. 
Indeed, such symptoms as pain in 
the pit of the stomach or across 
the upper abdomen may appear 
before the diabetes itself is dis­ 
covered. For this reason it is im­ 
portant that anybody who is sub­ 
ject to digestive upsets have an 
examination made to determine 
whether or not diabetes may be 
at the root of his trouble. 
Loss of Weight 
In general, the diabetic 
has 
such symptoms as loss of weight 
and strength, excessive thirst and 
hunger, plus frequent emptying 
of the bladder. If dyspeptic symp­ 
toms also are present, they are 
usually marked by the pain men­ 
tioned above, which is likely to 
be continuous with no relation to 
mealtimes. Baking soda or quiet­ 


ing drugs relieve it slightly if at 
all. 
Other symptoms consist of 
heartburn, 
excessive 
gas 
and 
belching. Frequently the digestive 
disturbances are promptly re­ 
lieved when the diabetes is prop­ 
erly treated. The treatment in­ 
cludes the use of a proper diet, 
together with an injection of in­ 
sulin when necessary.

Answer: A person who has re­ 
peated colds should have a care­ 
ful examination by a physician to 
make sure there is no abnormal 
condition present in the nose, 
throat or sinuses.

plenty of sunshine and fresh air, 
rest, and a well balanced diet. 
It is advisable to take three tea­ 
spoonfuls of cod-liver oil daily, 
and to drink from four to six 
glassfuls of fluid daily.

WASHINGTON, Au g. 6—(INS) 
—The government has started a 
checku p on 150,000 income tax 
retu rns with the investigation 
centered on persons in low-in- 
come grou ps. 
Internal revenu e bu reau sou r­ 
ces disclosed today that the in­ 
vestigation began last month and 
is desighed to show more clearly 
the effectiveness of federal tax 
enforcement activities. 
The bu reau is celecting retu rns 
at random from more than 50 
million filed last March for the 
calendar year 19 40. The su rvey 
is based on a scientific samphng 
formu la which is expected to give 
the government a better idea of 
the characteristics of the tax­ 
payer. 
Plans call for the examination 
of 100,000 forms filed by persons 
with adju sted gross incomes u n­ 
der $7,000. The other 50.000 will 
involve retu rns over that amou nt. 
The su rvey is described offi­ 
cially as an “au dit control prog­ 
ram.”

Riboflavin Needed for Calves 
If you ng calves are fed norma 
rations and managed in the u su a 
way, the possibilty of riboflavin 
deficiency occu rring is small, says 
T. S. Su tton, research associate 
in dairy and animal science o 
the Ohio Agricu ltu ral 
Exper 
iment station. 
When calves are fed rations 
consisting of milk in which this 
vitamin has been destroyed, de 
ficiency symptoms appear in two 
to fou r weeks. Calves cease to 
gain weight, have intermittent 
scou rs, produ ce an e xe s s i v e 
amou nt of saliva and tears and 
lose hair abou t the head. In later 
stages, they have difficu lty in 
swallowing and finally complete 
ly collapse. If a su pplement of 
riboflavin is given after the def­ 
iciency disease d e v e l o p s the 
symptoms qu ickly disappear and 
recovery is rapid.

The farm 
lies west of Pearl and north of 
Coshocton. 
The work done at the station 
is entirely on the basis of soil 
and water management. Variou s 
devices are u sed to determine 
how water acts in the soil and 
what water losses occu r from 
variou s methods of management 
A total of 1057 acres are owned 
and operated by the experiment 
station and an additional 4,000 to 
5,000 acres owned by farmers ate 
inclu ded in the project on a co­ 
operative basis. The degrees of 
slope and types of soil as well as 
the rotation and cropping prac­ 
tices are factors in determining 
soil and water losses and these 
factors are rapidly b e c o m i n g 
known from the work at this 
Station. It is one of a few su ch 
stations operated by the federal 
government in the United State*.

One of the best loved men in 
the days when Salem was very 
you ng was Dr. Benjamin Stan­ 
ton, this sections first physi­ 
cian. Dr. Stanton ranged far 
and near, bringing ease to the 
su ffering and comfort to their 
families. No snow was too deep, 
no call too distant, and for more 
than 40 years this fine doctor 
served his people. For office 
calls the charge was 25 cents, 
50 cents was the price for a 
visit in town, and calls at the 
scattered homesteads were bill­ 
ed at 25 cents per mile. Part of 
any pioneer physician’s practice 
was in dentistry, bu t this con­ 
sisted mostly of extractions for 
which the standard fee was 25 


cents a tooth. Small' as these 
charges were, they cost the pa­ 
tient approximately the same 
amou nt of hou rly pay that a 
call on a physician costs today. 


Today, with governmental health plan* 
operating in England and actively advo­ 
cated here, the thing to remember is that 
not even the government can give u s 
something for nothing.

At issue in the dispute is a bill 
sponsored by Rep. Graham Bar­ 
den (D-NC).

Last J une, Cardinal Spellman
